Man Killed by Soldler.

The elghth death directly tmcaanble
to the police strike occurred to-day. It
wias not the result of rloting nor even a
erap game. Moreover, there I» quite &
little pro and con discussion about the
killlng. A shot hit & woman In the leg
after passing through the stomach of the
man it killed. One death on Thursday
lald to the strike was afterward atirib-
uted 1o other causes.

The man was Raymond Gelst, aged 37,
of Leyden astrest, Dorchester. The
woman s Mra. Mary Jagques of 10 Hem-
onway street, Boston.

There are hundred and one con-
Neting storied’ of the clroumstances, hut
the consensus of reporis s that Gelst
was struck while standing at Boylston
and Tremont strests, across from the
Hotel Touralne, this being one of the
most populous of Boaston's corners, and
sections of the Htate guard were

corporal of the guard and leading his
rellef around the several posts, rushed
toward Gelst and the latier ran lo-
ward the subway emtrance on the Com-
mon  corner The ocorporal advanced
two paces and fired. Geist pitched for-
ward upon his face and lay still

“Almost simultaneously Mra, Jacques
fell. 8he was in direct line with the
running man when the corporal fred
Fully 5,000 persons saw the shooting
and a small panie prevailed for a timie,

This shooting bas left an unpleasant
feellng. Many call It unnecessary and
& rather hasardous thing to do while
wuch a throng was on all four cormers.
The city has posted warnings, how-
ever, that there Is no such person as
“the Innocent Dbystander” In Boston
these days.

Mre. Jacques wan tnken to a hoapital
Hor condition la not serious,

A man, not yet Identified, was shot
in the back to-night at Boylston and
Washington wetreeta, one block from
where Raymond Gelat was killed. The
bullet hit him as he was running away.
The soldier firing the shot sald that
the man tried to steal a motor car, Both
Washington and Boylaton streets were
thronged at the time.

Thoe man was taken to City Hospital,
where the doctors say he will die. His
denth will make the ninth of the strike.
